Matter of FaB of the Thing in a great many Phwmmend s, to folve 
this intricate Sluejiion, had rccotirfc to as intricate Anfvoers, ajid 
faid it was done by certain Occult and hidden Qualities, which 
they called by the obfcure Names of vSymparhy and Antipathy. — • 
Some more modern Authors not well cmtcjit with thefe Terms, attri' 
i>Hted thefe EffeBs to Superjiition, Char?ns, and Magick : Becaufe not 
feei-fig any g^ofs and 'vifible connexion between the Caufe and the Ef- 
feB, they prejetitly afferted that there was none at all. Now this 
argues a great Ignorance in the Underflanding, fo to confine all, the 
.jihiens of Nature to the groffnefs of our Senfes, as to imagine Sa-

Atoms and fnbtle Effluvia's, do fo acf and re-aB on each other, ar 
to have a reciprocal Co'minuni cation fof each other s jnutual Prefer^ 
vation or DeftruBioit.

they do Mo(i commonly facceed, tho"" J ometimes they may chance to fail, 
yet that Probability of their fucceeding, is a fufficient Motive to any 
one for a Trial j becaufe if they do not fucceed, they C A N do no 
hurt.

1 N the Year 149^ being tJie Year after the fatal Siege of 
J; Naples by the French, a certain Surgeon at Bo/ognia in Italy, 
by Name Tagliacorza (at that time Surgeon to the great Duke 
c{ Florence), feeing his own Species extreamly disfigured by a 
certain Diftemper that was crept into it, let up a Manufa- 
cture of NOSES. (A very ieafonable Invention, at that 



time) having firft got a Patent that none flaouH prefiime W 
make Noles befides hJmieJf ( Lucri honus eji odor ex re §litaUhetf 
fays Juvenal) His firft Patient was a Nobleman of Erufels, 
"W'ho being then at Bolognia, had the Misfortune to lofe_ his 
Nofe. He went rtrait to this Surgeon to advife how he might 
have a new Nofe, and nor willing to have his own Flefh cut, 
hired a Porter, who for a Sum of Money (Auri fftcrit fames ^ 
liiu/d no7i mortal! a peBora cogis let him have a Nofe cut out of 
his Pojteriors (UNDE habeas qujerit 7iemo, fays JuueJial, fed opor» 
tet habere) which the Surgeon fo well grafted on to the re- 
maining part of the Griftle, that it would Blow, Sneeze, Smells- 
take S'nufF, Cock, Tofs, and Turn up, pronounce the Let- 
ters M or N ; nay, even the Hebreno Letter Ghiajin^ and 
in ftiort do all the Fundicns of a genuine and natural Nofe. 

The next Patient was a Spa?2ijh Don, whofe Complexion being 
very muchupon rheTawny,with very blackEyesand Eye-brows, 
and the Nofe being taken from another Porter that not only 
had a very white Skin, but cur out of chofe Parts that are not 
expofed to the Sun; it was very vifible that the Features of his 
Face were not Fellows : Now to remedy this Inconvenience 
for the future, the Do£lor got together a great Colleftion of 
Porters, Men of all Complexions, Black, Brown, Ruddy, Fair, 
Dark, Tawny and Pale ; fo that it was impoflible for a Patient 
of the moft out of the way Colour, not to find a Nofe to match it. 

TheDoftor's Houfe was now become a kind of Hofpital for 
the FASHIONABLE Cripples of both Sexes that relbrted to 
him from all Parts of Europe, having a large Brazen Snout faft- 
ned over his Door. He is reported at one time to have had 
twenty French Marquifles, thirty G^m;j« Counts, fifty and 
Portuguese Dons, three Irifli C*ptaxns,and one E»gl/Jh'Sqxuie that 
Travell'd in thole Parts for foreign Accomplifhments,of whom 
more hereafter. Now altho the Doftor had the Monopoly of 
Nofesin his own Hands, yet he was not at all unreafonable in 
his Price : Indeed if any one had occafion for a high Roman 
Nofe, it was pretty dear; alfo a large Bottle Nofe bore a good 
Price ; becaufe, as Hudibras fays, Th' intrinftck -v^ilue of a Thing, 
Is as much Momy as twill bring. But as for your ordinary fhortCock- 
ini; turnd up Nofes,of which there wasthegreateftConfumption, 
they came pretty eafy to the Purchafers, efpeclally confidei-ing 
that they wou'd rather pay at any Rate for them than go without. 

Now thefe infitlous Nofes were always aiFefteH with the 
Pain as well as Death of the Original Proprietor. An emi- 
nent Inftance of which happen'd to three Tefty Germans, 
W'hofe Nofes were all made of the fame piece of Brawn. The 
Cafe was this : One Day they all three found their Nofes to 
Twitch, Shoot, and Swell extreamly, upon which they fent 
prefently to enrjuire how the Porter did, to whom they were 



new thus Mied : Upon Fnquiry they found that the Parent 
of their Noies (to wit tke Porter's Pofteriors) had been that 
v^iy Day feverely kicked, and that he kept his J3ed on Ac- 
count of the JJruiies he had received ; So that in tliei'e dales 
the Porters Lfrt? the Gentlemen entirely h the Kofe. Alio on the 
ether hand, if any thing went amiis with the Nofes, the Por- 
ters prelently felt the ehefts of it ; infomuch, that commonly 
an Agreement was made with the Patient, that he ihcuJd not 
only abftain from all his eld Courfes ; but aifo that he fhould 
on no pretence whatibever fmell to Pepper, Ginger, Spirit of 
Harts-horn, or Sal Armoniac, take Snuit, nor cat Horle-Ra- 
difli, or Muftard ; on which occafion presently the part vi here 
the Incifion had been made, was felzed with intollerable 
Twinges, Priclangs and Pains: And ccnietjuently the Porters, 
by thtitContmthjHdd (hcGentliimens Nofes ciofe to theGrhidflons. 

The EjigHjl) 'Squire abovementioa'd, was lb very irregular, 
and relapfed i'o frequently into the Diftemper which at lirft 
carry'd off that part of his Face, and hi-ouglit him to this 
Surgeon, that in lefs than four Years he wore out feven No- 
fes ; and by that means fo tormented the Porters, that if he 
"wcu'd have given a looo /. for a Nofe, there was not one Por- 
ter of them all that wou'd accommodate him ; but ever after 
Verified in himfelf that laying of Martial, Non cuicuttque datum 
eft habere Nafum: So that he was called /' higlefe chi ha hauuto 
jette Najt, the Engliftiman that had had feven Nofes ( Rifum te- 
neatis ySmld.) But as Horace lays, Antoto quterarniis feria ludo ; 
and therefore Paulo major a canamus. 

The Doftor's firft Patient, viz- The Nobleman of Brupls 
. returned home, and about thirteen Months after he felt his 
Nofe on a fudden grow Cold, and within a few Days it rot- 
ted and fell quite off ; at which being very much furprlzcd, 
he made ftrift enquiry into the Caufe, and it was found that 
luft at the fame time that the Nofe grew cold, the Porter, whole 
Name wasNoq/ie, at Bolognla died. This Paflage is related by 
Fan Helmont, and, as he fays, was attefted by a great many 
in his time living in Brujfds ; and is that of which Htidlbras 
fpeaks, being ferioully and without jokeing. Matter of Fa£l. 

The Difficulty now remains to explicate how this could be. 
According therefore to the Law of Nature abovementionM 
there was a perpetual TendeTicy and Inclination to each other, 
between the Atoms and Pores of the Porter's Body and the 
infiticusNofe ofthe Nobleman, as IVill lubordlnate to the Por- 
ter, and terminated to htm as to its Relation, Kin, and Whole:, ot 
whom it wa' notwithftanding its Separation and Dlftance as 
truly a Part as before Separation, and as much Refpeftcd, 
Regarded and Tended towards the Porter as to its WHOLE, 
as ever it did before: For it is always true to fay (being a 
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Propofition, as the Logicians iky, ^tern^ Ferltatis) that, the 
iniiCiOus iSoi't w Ai ftii'l aparroFthe Porter, and no Body elie ; 
nocwithflandiiig iti being grafted on another b'cock: it being 
inipoffible for ail the Separation or Diftance in the World 
to deftroy the Truth of that Propofition ; So that the ^V.<f/ 
Sp/r't in the Part and the l44)o!e not differing in Nature and 
^uali'tj, by conlequence the /7r.i/ Spirit being afrefted in the 
Porter, it was aJib at the iaine Mathematical inftant of time 
affected In the In/itiousNofe, which altho' grafted on the No- 
blema^is Face wai ncverthelefs ftill animated with the Vitality 
of the Porter of whom it was yet truly a Part: For which 
reaibn the Part's being affefteo by the dcllru£ticn oftheWhoIe, 
does net depend on any diftance or dererniinate ipace of Place 
being net at all L!!f*?/,but on the mutual Vitality, and therefore- 
muft be extended according to the reach of this Vitality where- 
foevcr it is. So that the iniiriou.'; Ncl"fca"ia!iirnatedat firil:, being' 
ftillinform'd with the Vitality of the Porter; the Vitality. in 
the Porti-,' ceaHng, the Vitality alfo of the NoU ceafed : 8c con- 
fetpjenrly the Porter dying altho' at Bo^cgniaj the Nple,becanif;;> 
a dead Noree\'ejiatSr«/7I/j. 

Chap. III. 0/ Dentition, B> ((ding of Teeth in Chllslxerii 
With the true Method i.f .-^fpfiing tbent'. , ; 

TM E Gertnen or Bui of a Tooth in the Jaws pf an Infant 
is ^lt^{r\\^iynltco;^s thin foft fimj Z^»//> like the White of aa-. 
contained in its C-U, which by degrees grows harder, till 
the Matter being throly hardned breaks thro; which Pcrrupti- 
cn occafions many dreadful Syinptoins to poor infants. 
. The time of Protrufioa for thiv Camini^ forth, of this hardned 
Matter which compofe the Teeth is very different : In fome 
it is fconer, as in the 3d and 4th Month : In others not till 
the 6rh or 7th Month : In many it is later as in the 8th or 
pth Month : and In fome not till they are a Year old, but 
this is not fo ficquent. In many Children the Cutting Is very 
tedious, efpecially if xht Eye-Teethy and other r^'ef^ happen to 
Ck? together. As for their order o£ Cut tijig : thu Fcre-Teeth- 
aie generally C«f firll, both . abov;e, and below, the 2 middle, 
ones firflr, and then thofe on each fide, which are 8, in all. 
Afterwards the Great Teeth wherein the chief danger lies. . j 
The time 01 Cuttijig is alfo known, by, /^//^jh?/ putting their 
Fingers in their Mouths, and the Gurns being rwell.d,8£ Rooking 
white, great pain afflifting them, with more then \x^!dA\ Cr^ngs^- 
Reftleffncfs, Loofen.fs, and often times Con-juljtons, and FeavrT-..- 
^ The Caufe of hard Breeding and Cutting of Teeth is fonae* 
times in the TVer^ themfelves, being blunt and growing but^ 
flowly, whereby thc: G«»w cut and open th^e mor^ difficultly : * 
So that always the fliarper the Teeth are, .the more exqulfit«r 
aiidfenfible is the Pain, but withal fuch Teeth Cut the looii-: 
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efl, which made Hippocrates in his 25th j4phorifm blame the 
Eje-Teeth, as the Authors cf woife Symptmis then any of the 
reft. Sometimes In the Gums, when t[\t\x fubflance is more folld 
and harder then ulna], by which the Cutting being made the 
more difficult, by confequence great Pain is caulcd in them 
fromthe hardnels of the Teeth pulliing and thrufting on the 
Gums being very fenfible parts, even in Adult Perfons, ajid 
much more in young tender Infants. From whence an Infia- 
mation ariling with great pain and difturbance of the Spirits, 
a continual Feaver is many times produced, whereby Add Va- 
pours afcending to the Original of the Nerves, and irritating 
them, Convuhions and other difmal EfteCts are cauled. 

If therefore the Teeth come forroard but (loroly., and the Gntrif : 
ht hard, f-a>e!fd, ^r, and paind,iA.\\ endeavours muft be ufed to 
fofien the Gums and thereby to bring them out and give eafe i 
amongft which nothing in the World exceeds the ule of the 
hereafter mentioned Necklace, as In the next Chapter I Ihall 
clearly prove. As for the ufe of a Coral, fo /^f^««2i' in Faftl- 
on for Children in this Condition, I have in the Printed Di- 
rcftions for wearing this Necklace which are fealed up along 
ivlth itj evidently fhewn, that it is fo far from being benefi- 
cial that it is even quite wrong to let any Child ufe it, but in- 
i^ead of it J have mentioned another thing, which will coft 
about a Penny, for Children to hold in their Hands to Nabble 
upon and Rub their Gums with. For a Coral or any other fuch 
liard tiling prefling fo very hard on the fore, tevder and rnfitnnd 
Gums, by reafon of their extreatn hardhefs, puts the Children to 
aj(>/r7"« inftead of tliat pleafurewc fuppofe them to have in rub- 
bing their own Mouths and Gums with it, which confequently 
keeps them from rubbing and moderately prefling on their 
Gums with it fo much and ]u often as they ought to do, that by 
prefling it thus upon the Edge of the Teeth, the Gurr.s might be- 
come in fome mcafure as it were benum'd, and thereby the 
Cutting of the Teeth lefs felt by the Child. Whereas the Thing 
that I have mentioned in the Direciions, not being /o wry hard 
■siS Coral, and yet hard enough for the end proppfed, fufficiently 
prefles on the Gums to help let the Teeth out. and withal gives 
them a-pleafure in rubbing their Gums with it, and by confe- 
cuence excites them to- fo-/rf^awf a Ufe of It, as is neceflfary 
ftrthe Teethes Cutting^ So that notwlthftanding this Necklace 
is worn by Children, ytt the ufe of this Thing I have mentioned! 
will ftill help and affift the Teeth'' s coming out : {Fis unit a Is al- 
"tt^ys FmioT being 2 Strings to the. Bort>) and will coft only about 
ft permy, and is to be bought in almoft every Street of London. 

When therefore Children ^mx frequently thtix Fingers or any 
tfting elfe into their Mouths, eudeavourinj? thereby to eafe the 
■J£^l.ggd Throbbing pain of their Gims ; When: they bite the ' 
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N.'irfes Nipple : when their is an inward Heat In the Mouth, and 
a larger rhen uiual ///x of fa/i'vay from the P^/7?V vellicating 
and contra&ing rhe iW/'v^rory Dn^fs and Glands, by which a 
larger qusmtiry rhen ordinary of So-um is fqueefed and preffed 
out to the Mouch : When there is a Rednefs in the Cheeks, and 
Whitenefs on the Gums, with frequent and unufual Cryings&ni. 
U72eafi?iefes, you may Sf///rf their Tt's?^ are coming, and then iS: 
the rime for them to wear thisSoverai'n Necklace. 

Now as to the true Method of proceeding with a Child la- 
this condition : Thofe means muft be madcufeof, which are 
capable of their own Nature, to Open the Gums ; for if once- 
this be but done, the Teeth of themlelves, which are continu- 
ally puftiing forward, will naturally come out : What there- 
fore promotes this end, is to be enquired after ; and then all 
the concomitant -M Afuhfequent Symptoms ceafe, and are preven-- 
ted ; according to that Principle in Philofophy, Take kit aronyr 
my Caufe, and the Ejfeci pn'ffntly ceafes- Since therefore all the 
Ah'feries and Evils which happen to Children in Breeding their 
Teeth proceeds from this one caufe of the Gums being hardi 
and more then ufually CLOSED: it follows by confequence.; 
rhatallour prefent enquiry muft: Roul and depend upon this,, 
one point of Softning s.n6. OPENING them, it being an efta* 
bliflied Maxim in Phyjich. as well as Morals, Th&t^U Contrarief! 
mufl be cured by their Contraries. So that if a means be but: 
found out for this end, we have ourdefire: fearch therefore is- 
to be made for fome Remedy endowed with fuch Volatil Alca^ 
lions Particles, and j^toms, as are capable by their fmooth and' 
infinuating Figure and Shape, cafily and gently to glide and; 
enter into the Pores of thefwell'd, infiam'd, and dilated Gums., 
and thereby to Loofen their (Irift Frame and Closure, and fo o- 
pen them. For 'tis to no purpofe to Go round abont- the Bufhy- 
by making ufs of any P^emedies in particular againfi: the Fca— 
ver, the Canuul/fons and Other Symptoms attending the hard 
Breedi?jg and Cutting of Childrens Teeth, without one takes away 
the Caufe by Opening the Gums, as juft now has been faid,- 
and thereby ftrlke at the Root of the Euil. Now for this End! 
there is nothing in the whole World fo proper as the Necklace 
here propofed, as I ftiall plainly (hew in the following Chap- 
ter, efpecially fince Children are never very willing to take 
many Remedies inwardly. 

Chap IV. How, according to the foregoing Principles, this 'NcclilAQe 
aBs on Childrens Gums and Teeth. 

SOme timeago I had a certain Necklace communicated tome 
by a Friend, with fuch a Charafter ofits Virtues.as feem*d 
at firft very Surprizing : It had been ufed in private for mcti^ 
Years, with a conftant Succefs, in helping Children to Breed and 
eafily cut their Teeth .; In giving an eafy Time. to Woramiir 
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i abcur : And curing DIftempers cf the Head : All which it was 
l laid tc perform hySympatfy.how this Term cf Sympathy making 
ij J'eifcns only as Wife as they were before, I began to think that 
j itwou'd be no im&W fatiifarJioT/ to thcie i'erfcns whcuft it, if its 
! M^rmer of Operation WQ.XClTiCitfat/.{faciori/j explicated iiCCOidingtO 
the Principles of the New Philcibphy, and Ibme few ceitain, 
i and inviolably eflabliflied Maxims in Phyfick., as follows. 
\ I/? Max. ALL ailing difteniper'd parts naturally rhrow 
im. Jl\. our, &: exhale a prodigious number of Acid Mor- 
i bifick Atoms in a certain Sj. here and Circle of Aftiv'ty about 
the ailing part: So that the fwell'd and inflam'd Gums of 
CiiiJdren that are Breeding and Cutting rheir Teeth, fill the 
Childs Mouth, with fuch a large Fffiuvium of thefe Atoms, 
' that even the breath of the Child is loaded with them. 

Max- ALL ailing diftemper'd parts draw violently to 
' im. themfelv*^s (from a denre they have of Eail ) 

the Circumambient Air, ^ and together with it, whatever A- 
toms and Eflluvias are in It. 

Thele 2 Miixlrns being thus fettled, we mull now have re- 
courle to the La-m of N-^ture eftablifhed above in the fii lt Chap. 
According to which, Ont of the Pores of thisNecklace hang- 
ing about a Chiid's Neck there conftantly flows fuch avail 
Jvi^mber of Atoms and Ejfirras, from the prodigious quantity 
' of Volatll Mcaliom Jnodyne Sulphur and Sph'lts, with which the 
matter it is made of abounds, that in a manner a real pofitive 
.^/'we,//>/;^re of them in Crowds and Swarms, like a Mill, is as 
vifible about it, as of thofe Effluvias round a Load Stone, by 
the help of thofe Nice Glalfes which difcover to us Swarms cf 
Animals either in a Drop of Vinegar; or in a bit no bigger 
then a Pin's head Corrupted Cheefe. Which Atoms flowing 
thus out of the Necklace wander all about the Neck and Head 
of the Child, where they prefently meet, join, & unite thern- 
ielves with the uneafy, reftlefs, Morbifick Atoms of the in- 
flamed Gums difpers'd, fcatter'd, and Blown about by the 
Breath of the Child. Thefe Atoms meeting thus together, are 
prefently drawn by the Suftion oftheAIr into the ailing part, 
V'hich being fwelfd & inflam'd, is by confequence dilated Sc 
diftended, by which it's Pores are more then ufually open'd, 
and therefore more ready to receive whatever eafing and 
comforting Atoms the Circumambient Air is loaded with. 

Now the Atoms which flov.' thus in fuch great quantities 
out of this Necklace, beingVolatil A]calies,are by confequence 
from their Smooth, Globular, and Cylindrical Figure and 
Shape to the higheft degree BaJfamick, Eafing and Anodyne ; 
and being thus by the Suftlon of the Air which the heated 
and inflam'd Gums of the Child throws out, as juft now has 
teea faid, drawn into the ChUds Mouth, by their fmooth &• 
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infinuaring Figure, they prefcntly enter Into the Alveoli or 
Sockets of t\c Gums, <k there open thofe thin and moft accu- 
rately leniible Membranes which include the Teeth ; by which 
means the Gums Jnienfibly in a manner feparate, open, and- 
glve way to their Cutting and lb kt the Teeth out. And if 
the Gums are hard, lore, and atbaally inflamed, thcfe Alcalious 
Atoms prefently blunt, obtund and Ibbdue fhoie iliarp, pun. 
gent, acid Atoms of the ailing part which caule the Inflama- 
tion and Pain ; by which means the Inflamation and Pain ah 
mofl: inftantly ceale, the Gums are fofcntd, the Mouth cool- 
ed, the Feaver vanifhes, Convulfions are prevented, and th« 
; Teeth do eatlly and pleafantly Cut: Inlbmuch, thatthe Effeft 
' will leem rather miraculous than natural ; fo that in a Nighrs 
rime a Child fhall cut thofe Teeth, whok. Gums b-efore nothing 
but an IncifionKnifccou'd open,and this without any the lealt 
Pain or violence, to the Gums; but much in the fame man- 
ner as, Gurta ca^vat lap idem, tjon vijfed S/EPE cad'evjo. 

The manner therefore of afting of this Necklace, is by 
way of a Re-movens Prohibens; that is, by removing an Impedi- 
ment, which being once taken away, the defired end will of 
it felf naturally enfue: For fmce the difficult Cnttin^ of chll*- 
drats Teeth proceeds from the hard and flricl: Ciofure of rhfe.iT' 
Gums; If you get them but once feparated and opend, tact 
Teeth will of themfelves naturally come Forth : Now the 
fmooth Alcalious Atoms of the Necklace by their infmuating 
figure and fhape, do fo make way for their Protruilon by 
gently ftiftemvg and opening :the hard fu'eird Gums, that ths 
Teeth will of thtmfelves without any -difficulty or Pain cat; 
and come out, as has been fuificiently proved. .,4 
The reaibnablenefs of this Method of Cure may be con-'' 
fumed by i'everal Examples : As of Gden iiimlslf, who in his. 
lixth Book of the Virtues of fimple Medicines, fays, that he 
often cured Children of the Failing-Sicknefs, only by a Neck- 
lace of Peony> Roots hung about their Necks: And.altho' 
he lived in an Age that faw no farther than Occult 'Nudities, 
yet he attributes it to the Particles flowing from the Neck-' 
lace. Partes a radice defiue?ites, afeBos ita curare, are his own : 
Words. Since therefore this great Man cou'd fay fo much, irii 
thofe ignorant J>erit>cttetical Times wherein he lived, what' 
would he havefaid, had he liv'd in the clear-fighted Age we 
are now In? And Mr. Cnlpepper tells us of one of his own 
Children that cut three Teeth prefently after a certain Neck- 
lace was hung about its Neck. And another, he fays, 
Was inflantly eafed of the Tooth-ach, by the fame Neck- 
lace alfo only hung about Its Neck. Rtverht, SencrtttSy Dt, 
Sydenham, Willis , Bates, and feveral Other Phyficians, all agree 
that a Neckkice made of the Bone of a certaux Animal, .only^ 
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hung about a Child's Neck, will almofl: miraculoufly help its 
Teeth to cut, altho at De«h's Door before; and when they 
come to give a Realbn for it, they give the very lame that 
Galen did for bis Necklace forthe Falling-Sicknefs, to wit, that 
the Atoms and Effluvia's of thole Bones hung about the 
Neck aft upon the Child's Gums, and fo let the Teeth out. 
The very lame I lay of this Necklace. Since therefore 
thefe juft-now-mention'd Great Men placed fuch Confidence 
in Their Necklaces, from the very fame Reafons that I here 
propofe This ; I cannot but value this ftiil the more, efpe- 
cially fmce 'tis made of a Matter having all the Qualities for 
a Teeth-cutting Necklace, which They prelumed to be in theirs, 

'Tis no new Remedy : Necklaces of this Nature may 
be traced up to very ancient Aut-hors, who certainly wou'd 
never have fo confidently alTerted in their Writings, that the 
bare Wearing only a thing about one's Neck wou'd have fuch 
and fuch Effefts , if they had not been fully convinced 
of the EfFeft of thole Atoms and Effluvia's here made men- 
tion of. Wliat would not an afflifted, diftrefied, and defpair- 
ing Parent give, to eafc an Infant that lies almoft expiring 
with Pain ? What Charges, Expences and Fees, are not pro- 
fufely (if I may fay fo) laid out in this Cafe ? Try therefore 
this Necklace, which not only in private Praftice by the re- 
commendation from one Friend to another, for many Years 
before it was publllht, has faved many a Child's Life, by cau- 
fmg the Teeth eafily and pleafantly to Qm ; but even fince it 
was firft publilht, which was only in .Tw//, 171?, has given en- 
tire Satisf'iftion to thofe great Numbers that have bought it. At 
leaft let the moft timorous Perfon (as to Phyfick) be but con- 
vinced of this one Point, that it can do no Harm. Since 
therefore no danger, but good can pofflbly follow from the 
wearing it, no realbnable Perfon, I think, can objeft againft it. 

And for a clofer Proof of what has been here alTerted, I'll 
add, That if by interrupting the Aftion of any Caufe, I alter, 
retard, or hinder its elfeft, I may boldly conclude that fuch a 
Caufe was the only true Caufe of the Effeft, and no other. If 
therefore one of thefe Necklaces are fewed up In a Cloth, and fo 
hung about the Neck, it will have no effeft at all ; which Is an 
evident proof that its Virtue lies in fiibtle Atoms & Effluvias 
which flow out from it, and which the Cloth keeps in. 

Which may be yet confirm'd ftill farther by an experi- 
ment made before the Royal Society at Grejham College, and 
mentioned in the Philofophical Tranfaftions of the Society, 
No. 308, upon the Eleftrlcity of Amber, Jet, G\&k, and o- 
tber fuch Bodies, produceable by a fmart Attrition of them : 
and which Eleftrical Attraftion was entirely hindred in the 
~<Tefcnce of the whole Scciety by the interpofirion only of a. 
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peice of fine Lawn or Muflin between the Bodies heated by 
rubbing, and the Bodies to be attrafted : From whence it e« 
videnrJy appears that the Attraftion is perform'd by Atoms 
and Effluvias exhaled out of the Ele6lrick Bodies, and which 
the Lawn or Muilinkspt in. 

Now the Matter ot which this Is made being once 

throughly warm'd by bting about the Cliild's Neck, by con- 
fefjuence throws out it's Effluvias and Atoms in a much greater 
quantity, then -if it were entirely cold, it's Pores beingthere- 
by more open'd, and It's Atoms more rarlfied, wl^ich gives 
them ftill a great fubtility and aftivity then they wou'd have 
without this adventitious Heat, and by this means they 
bear luch a Tendency to AJiy alUngPart, like thofe of the- 
Load Stone to /row, that they v/ill never leave of afting till they 
have given eafe : and confequently is a Thing the moft pro- 
portioned to CurtSyjnpathetlcallythtD'i^fA'its of a Human Body 
of any thing in the whole World ; There not beingits Fellow 
in Art or Nature to be found for the end 'tis here propofed for. 

Chap. V, Three Confequences of the foregoing Prhui fie s-y with 
an Aecou7it where this Necklace is to be had. 
I/? Caw-HP'' Hat it is very good to wear this Necklace, not on- 
feqnmce. J. ]y at the Time of hard breeding the Teeth, but , 
both before they breed, and alfo after they are all cut, and alio 
at the Time offliedding their Teeth. Let Children therefore 
wear it before they breed their Teeth, to prepare and loofen 
the Sockets of the Gums for the Teeth's growing. Let them 
■wear it whilft they are aftually breeding them, to make the 
Sockets open, that they may cut and come out eafily. Let them 
wear it after theirTeeth are all come.to fallen them,and ftrength- 
entheirGums. Let them wear it whilft they£hed their Teeth, 
to make the new ones at the Roots of the old ones, puih and 
advance the better forwards, to drive the others out : And lac 
all Perlbns who either aftually have, or are fubjeft tothe Tooth- 
ach, wear it, that its Alcalious Effluvia's may blunt thofe fliarp 
and pungent Atoms, which enflame the thin fenfible Membrane 
that furrounds the Marrow of the Tooth, and cauft^ the Pain, 

i.d CoK-nr^Hat this Necklace htl'^s aJfo any illnefs in any 
fcqtieiice, L part belonging to the Head : becaufe the heal- " 
ing Alcaltom Atoms which conftantly flow from the Necklace, 
will Join and unite themfelves with the ailing Atoms of any 
diflemper'd part they meet with, and enter together with them 
into thofe ailing parts, and thereby give eafe : Infomuch that 
Perfons who are accuftomed to have Red, Sore, dt Weak Eyes, 
The Tooth-ach, Fapours, Fits, Head-achs,A Sore Thro4fy or Hoarfnefsf . 
Wtrdnefs of Hearing, Cramps,. Paljhs, ^pplexies, (^onvttlfions, S'c, 
can have no Safer, Prettier, Eafier, and Innocenter a Rmedjt 
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than to wear one c{ thelc Neck/aces ; v^ hkh according to the 
abovtlaid Piinciples ait Ratiomr.ily and PhyjhaUy, and cenfe- 
quentjy by no manner of Superftlticn crCHarni in the World. 
This t'^tckL-ce rlierefcrc, althcuj^,]'! principally a Remedy for 
Childrens Teeth, yet 'tis alio of excellent UjeV aJJ the brher 
jufl ncw-mcntioned CV.fes ; And the Reafon is, bccaule the 
At 07115 of the Necklace aft on tJie Atoms cf wliarcver 
ailing Part they meet with ; fo that if a Child fl.ould 
have Sore Eyes, CQn<vul(t6ns, a Thrujh, or a Swell'' d Face, as well 
aj hard breeditig of Teeth, Ntcklitce, according tc the above- 
eflablifli'd Principles, will Rationally and Phyp.callj h-c]^ rhem 
all. An InilanGe of what has. been juft now advanced hap-,- 
£^ned on htay 2, 171 5. in a ycnng Woman, y;ho for feme Dnys 
and Nigrts had been re/Vlefs with the Tooth-fiJ^-, at going tc Bed- 
put on one of thefe Necklaces, and inlefs than half an Hour it 

fave her entire Eafc, havingbeen before almrfl: Dif^rail-ed ; Ihe 
kpt all Night, and had no more Pain. Much about the fame 
Time alfo three other Perfons by wearing of thefeNfc/t/jw'^ for 
Hoarfcvrfs, SorcThroars, and Sore Eyes were prefently cured. And 
greatNumbers of Perfons for ailment.s in their E,yrs, as Tfnck- 
mfs of Hear'im'^ have found benefir by only wearing this

advifes.) fuch an extraordinary Eafy Time, that they will not 
fuiFer the Hundvedth part of Pain," that they wou'd without 
3t : for from the infmuating Figure of its Ahalious Atoms and 
Effiuuias, the fame Reafons prove that it will aft in regard to 
their Delivery, as it does to Jet the Teeth out of the lockt-up 
Gumsof Children. The Reafonablenefs of this appearsfroni 
Things that have a quite contrary Effeft, as all Precious Stones
